KeaJNov. i./\N Thurfday the 23d Inftant, theAic 
I75 °" V^y mi ^ anc i calm, no Wind fiirring, 
the Sun mining bright, at about 45- Minute* paft 6 
o' Clock in the Morning, a Shock of an Earthquake 
was fenftbly felt here, and hereabout, acended 
with a loud Noife, and Crack (as fome call it) : This 
was perceived both Southward, and Northwardly, 
for fome Seconds. A Gentleman from Newark in 
Nottingham/hire, N. E. of us about 30 Miles, fays 
it was alfo telt there.

' g A H E Earthquake wvs fenfibly felt through the

JWNov. i. A Worthy Friend, the Rev. Mr. Daniel 
1750. jf"^ Goodrich, who liveth at Oundle in 
Northamptcnjhire, has fent me an Account of the 
Earthquake fdt in that and the neighbouring Coun- 
ties, on Sept. 30th, at 12 -'- at Noon. 

He informs me, that he was then at Uppingham in 
Rutlandshire, fitting in a Room intent on writing 
and thinking, when he was furprifed with a Sound 
very ftrong and awful ; which, at the firft Moment, 
made him think of the rattling of a Coach upon the 
Pavement : .But this Apprchenfion was immediately 
corrected by fomewhat very different in the Sound, 
and raifed in him an Idea of the crafhing of a falling 
Houfc. He felt himfelf in a very making way : The 
Table at which he fat fhivered, and the Windows of 
the Room jarred : But he did not think of an Earth- 
quake, till the People of the Houfc came into the 
Room, and toid him what had happened. Some 
Slates were Ihaken off" the Houfcs, and in one Houlc 
the Hammer of a Clock ftruck the Bell : Some 
Chimnics were thrown downs many talked of a
